SAIGON (AP) — A total of 217 


Americans were Killed in action 
in the Vietnam war last week, 
the U. S. Command announced 
today. It was a 29 per cent in- 
crease over the total of the week 
before and the first time the 
weekly death toll had exceeded 
200 in nine months. 


Informed sources said 77 of 


the 217 Americans died on 


Cambodian battlefields. 


The death toll was the highest 


for the Americans since the 
week of Aug. 10-16, when 244 
Americans were killed in action. 


The summary of casualties 


from the allied commands also 
reported 553 South Vietnamese 
troops and 3,737 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong killed last 
week, and 1,281 Americans and 
1,470 South Vietnamese troops 


wounded. 


Information was not im- 


mediately available on how 
many of these occurred in the 
operations in Cambodia, but the 
South Vietnamese command 
said enemy activity in Vietnam 
decreased 40 per cent last week. 
Th<- week before, a total of 863 
South Vietnamese troops had 
been reported killed, 35 per cent 
more than last week, while 


enemy casualties totaled 5,993 
killed. 


Today's summaries raised the 


official casualty totals for the 
war to 42,118 Americans killed, 
278,006 Americans wounded, 
639,888 North Vietnamese and 
V"iet Cong killed and 106,845 
South Vietnamese troops killed.

Cases Of Measles 
Doubled In America, 
Doctor Reports 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP; — 


Cases of measles have doubled 
in America in the past year, and 
the old childhood disease has 
turned back toward its former 
epidemic stage, says Dr 
Samuel Katz, co-inventor of the 
measles vaccine. The main 
reason is the end nf the federal 
government's Vaccination 
Assistance Program 
which 


spent its last money roughly a 
year ago, Dr. Katz adds. 


Hundreds 
of thousands of 


children have not been vac- 
cinated, and the incidence of 
measles is up 70 per cent over 
two years ago, said Dr. Katz, the 
Duke University pediatrician 
and virus disease specialist who 
is now visiting chairman of 
pediatrics at Mt. Zion Hospital 
here. 


The vaccine is available, he 


told a news conference but the 
end of the federal aid program 
means its effect is felt most 
keenly in the areas needing it 
most — urban ghettos and rural 
slums.

A Cheerless Report

The increase meant it cost 


$13.40 to buy the goods $13.32 
would purchase in March and 
marked the 16th month of the 
worst inflation since the Korean 
War. 


It was a sliarp disappointment 


to President Nixon's economic 
advisers, who have been saying 
prices were beginning to 
respond to the stiff prescription 
of anti-inflationary medicine 
they began administering early 
last year 


But the administration con- 


tinued to predict better times 
ahead. "We expect this reversal 
lo be temporary," a White 
House spokesman said. "The 
projections are that prices will 
begin to show a decrease." 


The raw increase for the 


month was six-tenths of one per 
cent, but when the Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistics 
made 


allowance 
for 
predictable 


seasonal changes it shrunk to 
five-tenths. 


Stretched out to give an an- 


nual rate, the figures show the 
increase would be 6 per cent if 
the same rate of inflation con- 
tinued for 12 months. Overall, 
the increase was the largest 
since last December when the 
figure jumped at the same rate.

photograph of the March 7 
eclipse ,by a Colorado scientist 
shows more detail of the splar 
corona'—'the sun's outef at- 
mosphere — than any picture 
ever taken, according to ' the 
National 
Center 
for 
At- 


mospheric Research 


The picture was taken f rorrt an 


observation post in the moun- 
tains of Mexico by Dr. Gordon A. 
Newkirk Jr. of the center's High 
Altitude 
Observatory, 
in 


Boulder, Colo. 


A spokesman for the center 


described the photograph as 
"the best picture of its kind-ever 
taken" and as one that "shows 
more detail of an eclipse than 
any picture ever taken " 


"We were very lucky," Dr. 


Newkirk said in a telephone 
interview. "The sky was very 
dark, darker than during most 
eclipses and the air was very 
tranquil and extremely clear " 


Newkirk took the photograph 


at an altitude of 8,800 feet, about 
30 miles southwest of the small 
community of San Carlos 
Yautepec, Mexico, with a 10 
second exposure 


The total eclipse was seen, 


weather permitting, along a 100- 


mile wide path across Mexico, 
the eastern edges of the United 
States, 
Nova 
Scotia 
and 


Newfoundland

The crucial 
problem in 


photographing the turbulent, 
gaseous corona is to compensate 
for the great variation in 
brightness of the corona at the 
edge of the sun and the lesser 
brightness as it streams out into 
space. 


Newkirk used a special filter 


—"extremely 
difficult 
to 


manufacture"— that gradually 
darkens toward its center to 
provide an even film exposure 
for the entire corona. The filter 
compensated for a difference in 
brightness of about 1,000 to 1 


This filter was installed on a 


white-light telescope and the 
telescope centered precisely on 
the sun during the brief period of 
totality 


The resulting photograph 


improved on one Newkirk made 
on Nov. 12,1966, from an eclipse 
observing site at an altitude of 
13,000 feet on a high desert of 
Bolivia 


The scientific purpose of the 


experiment, Newkirk said, is to 
compare the structure of the 


corona to measurements of the 
sun's magnetic fields to see how 
the two interact. 


"Th°»-n m gond pause to 


believe that solar magnetic 
forces exert a moulding in- 
fluence on the ionized charged 
gases of the corona, con- 
centrating their flow into 
streamers 
and other high 


density structures," Newkirk 
said. 


"Without this magnetic in- 


fluence," he adds, "the corona 
would probably be a sym- 
metrical and homogeneous 
envelope about the sun." 


These comparisons have not 


yet been made, Newkirk says. 
Magnetic field measurements 
were made by scientists from 
Kitt Peak National Observatory 
in Tucson, Ariz., and the Mt. 
Wilson 
Observatory 
in 


Pasadena, Calif, and these 
observations are being fed to a 
computer at the center in 
Boulder.

photograph of the March 7 
eclipse by a Colorado scientist 
shows more detail of the solar 
corona — the sun’s outer at­ 
mosphere — than any picture 
ever taken, according to the 
National 
Center 
for 
At­ 
mospheric Research. 
The picture was taken ftoin an 
observation post in the mbun- 
tains of Mexico by Dr. Gordon A; 
Newkirk Jr. of the center’s High 
Altitude 
Observatory-: t in 
Boulder, Colo. 
A spokesman for the center 
described the photograph as 
“the best picture of its kind ever 
taken" and as one that “shows 
more detail of an eclipse than 
any picture ever taken.” 
“We were very lucky," Dr. 
Newkirk said in a telephone 
interview. “The sky was very 
dark, darker than during most 
eclipses and the air was very 
tranquil and extremely clear.” 
Newkirk took the photograph 
at an altitude of 8,800 feet, about 
30 miles southwest of the small 
community 
of San Carlos 
Yautepec, Mexico, with a 10 
second exposure. 
The total eclipse was seen, 
weather permitting, along a 100- 


mile wide path across Mexico, 
the eastern edges of the United 
States, 
Nova 
Scotia 
and 
Newfoundland.

photographing the turbulent, 
gaseous corona is to compensate 
for the great variation in 
brightness of the corona at the 
-?dge of the sun and the lesser 
brightness as it streams out into 
space. 
Newkirk used a special filter 
—“ extremely 
difficult 
to 
manufacture’’— that gradually 
darkens toward its center to 
provide an even filip exposure 
for the entire corona The filter 
compensated for a difference in 
brightness of about 1,000 to 1. 
This filter was installed on a 
white-light telescope and the 
telescope centered precisely on 
the sun during the brief period of 
totality. 
The resulting photograph 
improved on one Newkirk made 
on Nov. 12,1966, from an eclipse 
observing site at an altitude of 
13,000 feet on a high desert of 
Bolivia. 
The scientific purpose of the 
experiment, Newkirk said, is to 
compare the structure of the 


corona to measurements of the 
sun’s magnetic fields to see how 
the two interact. 
“There is good cause to 
believe 
that solar magnetic 
forces exert a moulding in­ 
fluence on the ionized charged 
gases of the corona, con­ 
centrating their flow 
into 
stream ers and other 
high 
density structures," Newkirk 
said. 
“Without this magnetic in­ 
fluence,” he adds, “the corona 
would probably be a 
sym­ 
metrical and homogeneous 
envelope about the sun." 
These comparisons have not 
yet been made, Newkirk says. 
Magnetic field measurements 
were made by scientists from 
Kitt Peak National Observatory 
in Tucson, Ariz., and the Mt.

Tehama County Assessor 
George O’Connor charged in a 
speech in Lake County that 
California is losing vast sums 
because some counties do not 
tax timber 
lands 
heavily 
enough. 
Speaking at a luncheon in his 
honor, O’Connor declared: 
"Millions of dollars in taxes 
have been lost because of 
irregular valuations on timber 
lands. 
"More tax money, possibly in 
the millions, will be lost this 
year as the powerful timber 
interests put the pressure on. 
"The 
State 
Board 
of 
Equalization is aware of this — 
the pity is that nothing is being 
done. It seems that more has 
been covered than uncovered 
under AB 80. 
"Plumas County for many 
years 
carried 
timber 
at 
probably one-tenth of actual 
value. 
Immediately 
upon 
tsauming office, 
the new 
assessor 
increased 
values 
several hundred per cent. 
"While the Del Norte assessor 
has placed proper values on his 
timber, a county to the south 
seems to be having trouble 
arriving at realistic Umber 
values. If It la a matter of 
overwork for the staff, I'm sure 
the state board appraisers 
would pitch in and help. 
"When proper values are not 
placed on certain classes of 
property, 
the 
homeowner, 
rancher, orchardlst and small 
buaineaamen suffer 
"Timber companies can hold 
recreational land at a fraction of 


value for forty years or more. 
Boise Cascade, for instance, is 
in the timber business. Ob­ 
viously, as land developers, they 
recognize the benefits of the 
legal 40-year exemption. While 
ranchers and farm ers are 
forced into a contract for 10> 
years to get favorable tax 
treatment, the timber industry 
has enjoyed amazing treatment 
under the law. Their lands at the 
same time are valued at a small 
fraction of surrounding lands in 
the hands of less fortunate 
people."

Engle Charges Inefficiency 


The biggest problem at the 
sheriff’s office is one of ad­ 
m inistration, 
according 
to 
candidate Fred Engle, bidding 
for the post now held by Sheriff 
Lyle Williams. 
He charges that county money 
is being inefficiently used there, 
"and has been for many years." 
He made the charge in a 
written statement in which he 
also declared there is urgent 
need for more effective nar­ 
cotics control and for two-way 
communication between the 
sheriff’s office and young 
people. 
He 
called 
for 
efficient 
budgeting and programming, 
continuous in-service training, 
recruitment from the top of a list 
set up by examination, and 
employment of a specially 


trained juvenile officer as 
corrective measures. 
Referring to previously voiced 
arguments over patrols within 
the county, Engle declared: 
“The issue is how efficiently the 
sheriff has used the money that 
the board of supervisors allowed 
him." 


"His use of personnel is en­ 
tirely within his discretion," 
Engle said. "This being so, why 
not a "hot car" on duty all the 
time to roll immediately on 
emergency calls. This would 
quiet the complaints about the 
length of time to answer calls. 
Reshuffling of the schedule 
would accomplish this." 
"The moat obvious clue to the 
fact of poor administration," 
Engle declared, ia the numerous 


escapes from the jail. One of 
them occurred after a heavy 
steel plate was welded in the top 
of the felony tank at a cost of 
over a thousand dollars. 
"I feel that a few changes in 
the operations and procedures to 
keep hack saw blades out of the 
jail would be effective and save 
a great deal of money, both in 
repairs to the jail and in 
recapture and trial of the 
escapee. 
Engle agreed with Sheriff 
Williams that he should hire the 
best 
man 
available 
in 
recruiting. But he said a 
"meaningful examination 
procedure should be instituted, a 
list of eligibles prepared ac­ 
cording to merit, and the list 
rigidly followed." 
On the subject of in-service 


training, Engle said he and the 
sheriff are not talking about the 
same thing. He said he was 
talking about "an on-going 
program of planned in-service 
training here in Red Bluff and 
continuing every month." He 
said it would take a lot of time, 
but would be worth it. 
Engle took sharp issue with 
the sheriff’s idea that all officers 
are juvenile officers. 
“I believe that this has been 
going on for years, with no result 
except that relations with the 
police are getting worse," he 
declared. 
"The 
sheriff's 
department needs an officer 
with the proper aptitudes who 
has had some special training to 
take the lead in all matters 
regarding juveniles and com­ 
munity relations."

AU four candidates for the post of sheriff of Tehama County 
have come up with some definite ideas on how the sheriffs 
department should be conducted, and Sheriff Lyle Williams’ three 
challengers have all come up with proposals for improvement.

University in Ohio and Jackson 
State College in Jackson, Miss

desperate acts should not be

KASSEL, Germany (AP) — 


Weat German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt and East German 
premier Willi Stoph met 50 
miles inside West Germany 
today for their second round of 
discussions on ways to improve 
relations between Germany's 
two halves. The official mood on 
both sides was skeptical and 
cautious, and nobody expected 
more than an agreement to 
continue meeting. 


After Brandt shook Stoph's 


hand at the suburban Kassel 
railway station once reserved 
for German kaisers, their 
motorcase moved through a 
canyon of massed demon* 
gtrators roaring support for one 
side or the other.

metrication? 


You mean to say that you 


weren't aware of metrication as 
an issue — that the United 
States might some day abandon 
the familiar inch-gallon-pound 
system of measurement in favor 
of meters, liters and grams? 


Although it is difficult to 


imagine that Americans must 
take a stand on still another 
issue in these controversial 
times, the fact of the matter is 
that the government is planning 
to solicit their views on just such 
a change. 


If the change indeed ever 


comes, it is likely to be gradual, 
for it will be a long time before 
Americans can adjust to a Willie 
Mays hitting 150-meter home 
runs, or of buying 500 grams or 
10 liters of gasoline. 


By the end of the month, 


however,

questionnaires 
from

National Bureau of Standards to 
determine 
their stand on 


metrication and, if possible, to 
estimate the costs of conversion. 


Later surveys will probe into 


the attitudes of other areas of 
society in order that a report be 
made to Congress under a law 
passed in August 1968.

Church Soys Number 
of Catholics Has 
Dedined In U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Roman Catholic Church says the 
number of Catholics in the 
United States has declined for 
the first time in this century. 
The Official Catholic Direc­ 
tory reported Wednesday that 
the church also experienced 
declines during the last year in 
the number of infant baptisms, 
converts, and students attending 
Catholic elementary schools, 
high schools, seminaries and 
colleges. 
The 
nation’s 
Catholics 
declined by 1,149 persons to 
47,872,089, or 23.5 per cent of the 
U. S. 
population. The decline 
paralleled similar downturns in 
several 
major 
Protestant 
denominations. 
The number of Catholic 
elementary and high schools fell 
by 558 to 12,029; diocesan 
seminaries dropped by 19 to 118; 
and Catholic colleges declined 
by 806 to 12,822 
The publication said Catholic 
infant baptism dropped 8,314 to 
1,086,848 and that the number of 
converts was the lowest In 24 
years — down 10,188 to 92,870. 


Protestors Continue 
March In Georgia 


MACON, Ga. (AP) — A band 
of about 250 protesters against 
racial repression and war — 
most of them young Negroes — 
continues today on a journey 
toward Atlanta, where they hope 
to join with thousands of others 
in rallies Saturday, 


The marchers, led by the Rev. 
Ralph David Abernathy, head of 
the 
Southern 
Christian 
Leadership Conference, arrived 
on the second leg of their 120- 
mile trek Wednesday night 
without incident. 


Abernathy was at the reins of 
a mule-drawn wagon. He led the 
way to a church, where the 
marchers ate and were joined 
by local townspeople for a rally. 
“We’re here tonight because 
there’s sickness in the land 


. . . America is on its death 
bed,” Abernathy told them. He 
said the nation is being con­ 
sumed by the “cancer of racism, 
poverty, war and repression.” 


The group walked only about 
eight of the 28 miles from Fort 
Valley, where the march was 
delayed in setting out Wed­ 
nesday morning. Because of the 
delay and the hot sun the 
marchers boarded buses and 
trucks for the rest of the day’s 
trip. 


The climax of the march is 
scheduled 
Saturday, 
when 
rallies are planned at Atlanta’s 
Ebenezer Baptist Church — 
where the late Dr. 
Martin 
Luther King Jr., SCLC founder, 
was co-pastor with his father - 
and at Morehouse College. 


Way Discovered To 
View a Single Atom 


CHICAGO 
(AP) 
- 
A 
University of Chicago scientist 
and two assistants have found a 
way to view single atoms — a 
technique that will permit the 
study of biological processes in 
far greater detail than ever 
before. 
Dr. Albert V. Crewe, professor 
of physics at the university, said 
Wednesday the technique grew 
out of six years of research and 
work. 
The 
development 
should 
greatly assist research in such 
fields as medicine, biochemistry 
and genetics, he said. The 
visibility of atoms and their 
arrangement in molecules can 
be particularly valuable in 
analyzing cancer cells and 
chromosomes, he added. 
The technique uses a 25,000- 


volt 
electron 
microscope 
developed by Crewe. He was 
assisted by 
two graduate 
students, Joseph S. Wall of 
Madison, 
Wis., 
and 
John 
Preston Langmore of Santa 
Monica. The research was 
financed by the Atomic Energy 
Commission at a cost of $750,000 
to $1 million, he said. 
Crewe told a news conference 
that the viewing of the atom 
within 
the 
molecule 
was 
achieved two months ago. 
Molecules are the tiny par­ 
ticles of which matter is com­ 
posed. They are made up of 
atoms measuring about four 
one-billionths of an inch in 
diameter. Atoms are the basic 
units of all elements and have 
been seen only indirectly until 
now.
